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PREFACE 


The  first  thing  necessary  in  preparing  ANDREW  JOHNSON 
OF  VERMONT  AND  SOME  OF  HIS  DESCENDENTS  was  to 
check  the  legend  concerning  the  original  three  brothers,  Andrew, 
David,  and  Josiah,  who  came  to  America  as  British  soldiers  in  1776-7. 

In  Colonial  times,  even  as  late  as  the  Revolution,  records  were 
not  carefully  kept.  British  officers  coming  to  North  America  were 
not  always  listed.  By  the  same  token,  British  soldiers  were  often 
omitted  altogether.  However,  the  War  Office  Records,  preserved  by 
the  Public  Record  Office  in  London,  do  list  what  names  remain. 
These  records  contain  the  Musters  (or  roll  calls)  of  British  Regi¬ 
ments  serving  in  North  America  during  the  years  1776-7,  the  date 
of  Andrew,  David,  and  Josiah ’s  arrival.  The  list  of  Musters  searched 
for  this  period  is  imposing:  Foot  Regiments — No.’s  7,  8,  10,  14,  16, 
18,  22,  23,  26,  35,  40,  43,  44,  45,  47,  49,  52,  63,  64,  65.  Royal 
Artillery  Records  comprising  four  enormous  volumes  were  also 
included.  The  results  were  disappointing.  One  Jos.  Johnson  (which 
is  more  likely  James  or  Joseph  than  Josiah)  was  listed  as  part  of  the 
35th  Foot  Regiment  at  Brunswick,  June,  1776.  One  Andrew 
Johns/on  was  received  from  Atton,  Sept.  19,  1777,  was  marked 
present  at  the  Feb.  6,  1778,  muster  at  Philadelphia,  and  was  listed 
July  13,  1776,  Staten  Island,  40th  Foot  Regiment.  This  same 
Andrew  Johnston  was  listed  Jan.  9,  1776,  at  Boston,  together  with 
Hugh  Johns/on.  None  of  these  men  are  related  to  us. 

While  a  search  was  being  made  in  London,  a  careful  perusal 
continued  here.  One  hundred  and  five  volumes  (the  total  up-to-date) 
of  THE  NEW  ENGLAND  HISTORICAL  AND  GENEALOGICAL 
REGISTER  were  carefully  searched  and  produced  nothing. 

Andrew’s  family  could  be  partially  traced  from  the  records  at 
Ludlow,  Vermont,  at  which  place  his  son,  Andrew,  and  daughter-in- 
law,  Betsy,  are  buried.  No  clue  could  be  found  regarding  Andrew 
himself,  nor  his  two  brothers.  Consequently  our  record  is  confined 
to  ANDREW  JOHNSON  OF  VERMONT  AND  SOME  OF  HIS 
DESCENDENTS.

Darius  T.  Johnson  left  the  following  account  of  his  father: 
“When  Father  first  came  to  Troy  he  bought  a  place  between  North 
and  South  Troy.  He  was  living  in  Ludlow  and  must  move  his  family 
with  a  yoke  of  oxen  and  a  horse  on  the  lead.  It  was  slow  work  and 
he  was  two  days  late,  so  the  owner  would  not  let  him  have  the  place. 
Father  then  went  to  Jay  where  a  man  he  knew  had  moved  from 
Ludlow.  He  lived  in  a  log  house  which  was  18'  x  20',  but  he  took 
Father  and  his  family  in,  both  families  living  in  one  room.  This 
was  the  Spring  of  1833,  and  Father  soon  bought  the  farm  he  lived 
in  so  many  years,  built  a  shanty  by  driving  posts  in  the  ground  mak¬ 
ing  a  roof  and  sides  of  bark,  and  this  was  where  my  sister,  Eliza  and 
I  were  born.  Father  said  that  when  he  had  a  log  house  he  felt  well 
fixed.  David  Johnson  represented  Jay  in  the  legislature  at  Mont¬ 
pelier,  and  was  ever  a  respected  citizen.”
